Therefore, 
it is very important that all farmers 
carrying out one or more approved 
practices in 1053 to report to the 
county office at the earliest pos- 
sible date but in no event later 
than January 15, To fall to do so, 
will result in losing any paymepi 
that may otherwise' be due. 


Producers should bring support:- 


ing evidence wth them such as in- 
voices, seed tags, and analysis re* 
ports for all seed and other mater-> 
ial not furnished under purchase 
order. These requirements must 
be met before the practices will 
qualify for assistance. 


All stock ponds built under the 


1953 program must be completed 
before they will qualify for assist- 
ance.
